The Directors are to have no Salary, Stipend or Gatuity ; five of them to 
make a Board, except in lending Money, chuſing and diſplacing Servants, and 
making By-Laws, which muſt not be contradictory to theConſtitution eſtabliſhed 
by the Orders of General-Meetings, and are to be rad three ſucceſſive Board- 
Days, all the Directors having Notice to attend. 


No Perſon ſerving the Office in the way of his Trade, or being a Debtor 
thereto, is capable of being a Director. | 


Every Perſon choſen a Director is to prove himſelf qualified, that is inſured 
in the Office before he Acts. |

Servants of the Office are not to intermeddle in the Choice of Directors. 
The Directors are to chuſe Truſtees from amongſt themſelves to execute Po- AndTruſtees 
licies, and take Securities in their Names, who are to be indemnified in perform- 
ing all lawful Acts in the Execution of their Truſts, and not to be charged 
with each others Acts and Defaults. When but two remain in any Truſt, new 
ones are to be choſen, They are to take Security from the Treaſurers.

The Directors may lend any Sum, or purchaſe on Parliamentary Security: In 


Caſe of a Loſs or Damage by Fire, may Rebuild or Repair, ſo that they expend 
no more than the Sum inſured. 


Orders of the Board of Directors are not to be valid until they are confirmed 
by the next, except for the Payment of Loſſes and the common Charges ot 


the Office. 


Any Director may enter his Diſſent from the Proceeding or Reſolutions of 
the Board of Directors, in he Minute-Book, giving his Reaſons, 


The Directors meet at the Office in Angel- Court on Snow- Hill every Tueſday 
at Four in the Afternoon. 


A General-Meeting of he Members is to be held twice a Year, in May 
and November, when the Accounts are to be ſtated, not exceeding Ten Days 
after the firſt Thurſday in ech; or oftner if called by five Directors, or any 
Number of Perſons inſured to the Value of Ten Thouſand Pounds ; Notice of 
which, Fourteen Days befire, is to be publiſhed in the Gazette. 


The General-Meetings ae to be held in the City of London, and to continue 
not leſs than an Hour aftei the Chairman is Choſen : Tf not leſs thin F orty= 
eight Members are preſent,have Power to make any Alterations and Additions 
to the Laws of this Society, 


The Orders and Reſolutdns of one General-Meeting muſt be confirmed by 
another, and inrolled in Chancery, 


A Perſon becomes a Meaber on being inſured in this Office. 


The Inſurance commenes on Paying the Premium and Depoſit, and ſigning 
the accuſtomed Covenant, 


The Premium is at the Rte of Two Shillings per Cent. and the Depoſit of Ten 
Shillings per Cent. on Brichꝶ Houſes, and of double thoſe Sums on Timber-Houſes 
within London and Weſtvinſter, and five computed Miles from the ſame, for a 
Term not exceeding Seve Years. Brick-Houſes beyond Five, and ſo far as 
Twenty computed Miles from the ſaid Cities, are to pay Three Shillings, and 
Timber-Houſes Six Shilings per Cent. Premium; and beyond Twenty, ſo far as 
Thirty computed Miles from the ſaid Cities, being the Limits of Inſurance by 
this Otfice, Brick-Houſes are to pay Four Shillings, and Timber- Houſes 
Eight Shillings per Cent. Premium, the Depofit being the ſame on all. Thatched 
Houſes are not to be inſured, 


Houſes with Party Walk of Brick or Stone, are to be accounted Brick, and 
thoſe which have not ſuchParty Walls, to be accounted Timber-Houſes ; and 
Houſes of Brick and Timber are to be determined by the Directors on the 
Report of the Surveyor, 


Houſes ſo ſoon as Tiled in, may be inſured. 


Policies expire at Six of the Clock in the Evening of that Day Seven Years on 
which they are Dated, The Charge of each Policy is to be Two-Pence more 
than the Stamp-Duty, and the Charge of each Entry of Inſurance is Six-Pence, 


On the Expiration of the Property in any Houſe or Houſes inſured, the Per- 
ſons inſured may ſettle their Account, and receive what Depoſit is due to them 
from the Office, and on Failure thereof ſuch Houſe or Houſes may be inſured 
by whoever is poſſeſſed of the Property. 


On a Member's Death no Advantage is to be taken of Survivorſl;ip, but the 
Intereſt to continue to the Executors, Adminiſtrators or Aſſigns of the Perſon 
inſured, | 


No more than 20001. is to be inſured in one Policy, But Halls and other large 


Buildings, divided by Brick or Stone Partitions, may be inſured in ſeveral Policies.

Any Number of contiguous Houſes may be inſured in a Policy, provided the 
Value of them exceed not Three Hundred Pounds. 


The Members have the Liberty of inſpecting and examining all the Books and 
Papers of the Office; are to pay towards Loſſes in Proportion to their Inſurance, 


not exceeding Ten Shillings per Cent. on Brick, and double on Timber- Houſes, 
more than their Money depoſited. 


On any Members Exception to the Rate of a Contribution, the next General- 
Meeting is to determine concerning the ſame, 


If any Inſurance is ſubſiſting in this and in any other Office at the ſame time, 
the Inſurance in this becomes void, unleſs allowed by the Board of Directors, 
and their Conſent indorſed on the Back ot the Policy. 


Aſſignments of Policies are to be enter'd in the Office within Forty-two 
Days after they are executed, or elſe the Aſſignee to have no Benefit thereby. 


The Members are to Certify Loſſes forthwith to the Board of DireQors, and Loſtes and 
ſuch Loſſes and Damages as are not claimed in Three Months after a Fire, are Damages. 


not to be allowed without the Conſent of a General-Meeting. 


Loſſes are to be paid in Sixty Days from the Time, after the Fire, of the 
Claim made at the Board. 


The Workman employed to eſtimate a Loſs or Damage, ſhall be obliged to 
Build or Repair according to his Eſtimate, if the Member ſuſtaining the Loſs 
ſhall refuſe to take the Money it 1s thus valued at, 


If any one Loſs requires a Contribution of Ten Shillings per Cent. on Brick 
and double on Timber-Houſes more than the Depoſit at firſt paid, any Member 
paying the ſame and remitting the Depoſit, may ſurrender the Policy and 
be diſcharged from the Society. 


The Money lent on Houſes is not to exceed Three-fourths of the Sum inſu- 
red thereon, nor to be above 1000/. to one Perſon ; the Deeds to be firſt peruſed 
by Counſel, and in Caſe of a Loſs by Fire, the Sum inſured is to be applied 
to the Payment of the Debt due to the Office, 


The Damage to Painting is te be made good, at not more than Three-Shillings 
a Yard; nor is more than Thirty Pounds to be allowed for any Chimney- 
piece. |
